An interesting letter has been 
received from Mr. and Mrs. Brain- 
erd Jamison, who are stationed at 
the Ameriéan Mission in Cairo, 
Egypt. The letter describes in 
detail a trip made to various vil- 
lages near-Cairo. The trip was 
made in the Delta Car, a coach 
fitted out for the use of the mis- 
sionaries in their work. The gar 
has four compartments; two sleep- 
ing rooms, a sitting room, 
dining room. In this way the mis- 
sion workers secure some degree 


and a 


of privacy and comfort when tour: 
ing in strange places. A descrip- 
tion of the village of Bassiloun, 


‘and a visit made there follows: 


Such a village cannot be ade- 
quately described on paper. To 
look at the village from a distance 
it looks somewhat like a fortifica- 
tion, for the houses are built main- 
ly of mud mixed with straw. But 


of course some stone is used. How- 


ever the mud is used to such an 
extent that a very|heavy rain does 
a great deal of injury to the homes.

Education, in view of thé sub- 
ject at hand, is that which simpli- 
fies the life and enables each one 
to draw the distinction between 
luxuries and/° necessities.

Third, 
prayer; some self-righteous men 
think they have outgrown prayer.

Fourth, 
service for others. Joy of the 
highest kind is found in a life for 
others.* The greatest necessity of 
all is. Jesus Christ. He presses 
Himself upon men notas a luxury. 
His greatest teaching is that he is 
a world necessity, the Bread of

The apparatus is a very simple |~ 7 
one, described in The Cornell 
Daily Sun as “a series) of electric 
bulbs, a red‘and a. white one in 
front of each oarsman, with a set 
of eight together, one representing 
each rower, in front of the entire 
combination. i , 

Pulling the stroke oar of ie 
combination, number 8, lights all 
of the white lights ddwn. the row 
-|and the one representing stroke in 

the group in front. ‘Then as each 
of the other oars is pulled the in- 
dividual red lights, together with 
the given one in the front group, 
flash on. Exact correspondence 
of action between the red and 
white lights in front of any oars- 
man shows that he i$ in time with 
the stroke. Exact correspondence 
of the eight lights of the group 
shows that the entire crew is row- 
ing in perfect regularity.” 

The mechanism has the double 
advantage of making a complete 
and accurate record and of free- 
ing the overworked coach from 
much of his routine observation

Their Changin Chlors as They Passe

its upper linjit)at about 125 miles, be-

: HERE ON THE 27TH 


_A. Burns, Mountaineer. of 
knee. on Lecture Course 
November 27th, the rare 
privilege will. be given the stu- 
dents of listening to one of the 


greatest educators of America. .. 


On that occasion Jas. A. Burns, 
president of Oneida College, 
Oneida, Clay. County, Kentucky, — 
will lecture in the Second | 
church, as the third number on 
the College Community Lyceum 
course. 

Mr. Burns comes from the 
mountains of Kentucky—a son 
of the mountains A 
feudist himself, as he said the 
other day in an interview pre- 
ceding an address before the 
Pennsylvania School Masters’ 
Club at a luncheon at the Fort 
Pitt hotel, Pittsburgh, he under- 
stands thoroughly the ideals and 
needs of the Kentucky moun- 
taineer. Mr. Burns entered the 
feuds when he was 20 years old. 

My father,” he said, “had gone 
to the mountains of West. Vir- 
ginia to live before I was born; 
and it was not until he did that 
I took my mother back to her 
old home.” He found his rela- 
tives on one side of the feuds, 
and he went with them and help- 
ed them fight their battles. 

Feuds, he explained, are not 
concerted battles, but sporadic 
outbreaks, quarrels between two 
men on opposite sides, that 
mean quick shooting. 

Mr. Burns’ part in the feuds, 
he said, was to accompany his 
relatives about—to..church,. to 
market, to the polls, and to work. 
They were always on the watch 
—always on guard.. No one ever 
went without a gun, nor did any- 
one ever go alone. Trouble’ 
might arise anywhere. In Ken- | 
tucky there were no. street 


fights for in the Kentucky motin- 


tain villages there were ‘no 
streets. 1e village consisted of 
a postoffice and a store.

Every mountaineer fam 
ly it seems took sides in the af- 
fair. The feud spread from cabin 
to cabin, from = mountain to 
mountain, and from. town to - 
town.

This life of watchfulness and = 


stealth Mr. Burns lived for four 
vears. Then he quit square. 
Ever since he has devoted his 
time to teaching the children of 
the mountains, and to instilling 
into their minds the great 
truths and ideals of Christiani- 


ity. It has been a hard task. The 


older men were tired of ‘the 
feuds, but not so with the young 
men. They regarded the feud- 
ists: as heroes because they had > 
heard them praised. The young 
men kept the hatred alive. ; 
After quitting the feuds Mr. 
Burns spent seven months at the 
Dennison University in Gran- 
ville, O...Then he went back to 
the mountains,: and began his 
task of organizing schools for 
the children of the mountain- 
eers. He founded these schools 
in log houses, providing his own 
means and his own equipment. 


He had little trouble in getting — 


scholars. The children were hun- 
y for an education and came 


rom miles around, often over- | - 


crowding the little school houses. 


Then, seeing that this was not \ 


permanent, he began to work for A 
a firmer organization. He organ- 


ized a school board of mountain-_ .

Medford Boys Have Used It Effectually 


All Season—Harvard Had Play Last 
Year, but Used No Fast Shift—How 
the Play Is’ Sxcesuted. 


The off tackle sileer is becoming the 
most. popular in the medern game. The 
off tackle, usually a split interference 
play, is as popular now as was the old 
flying wedge. And they are almost di- 
rect opposites in style. The ancient 
flying wedge brought eleven men, 
when that was at.all possible, into the 
interference .or play; the off tackle 
shot of the present day rarely. usés 
more than three. 

One of the coaching staff at the 
Princeton-Tufts game pointed out that 
the Medford institution had developed 
the off tackle scramble better:than had 
Haughton.

notably the Navy, Pittsburgh, Penn 

' State and Brown, that stick to a close 
interference, . 

When such a play is used all depends 
on the speed and dodging ability of the 
“man carrying the ball. If an opposing 
player coming from the side, behind or 
in front, can cut in behind the interfer- 
ence it is up to the halfback. But if, 
_as Harvard and Yale use the interfer- 
ence, an interference ean break away 
and pick off one cf the tacklers less 
work is given to the back. 

That is why there is practically no 
interference for the off tackle play it- 
‘Self. In the naturé of things once be- 
yond the line the running back has a 
clear field except for the secondary de- 
fense. The real interference, then, is 
five or ten yards ahead of him, trying 
to pick that secondary defense off, 
while the back is plowing: his way 
through a hole ners for him by his. 
own line. 

Off tackle plays are being rapidly de- 
veloped, and in some colleges already — 
there is a disposition to direct most 
plays that way, making line bucking. a _ 
secondary consideration. Princeton, for . 
instance, is playing that sort of game. | 
Most of the runs made by Bherstadt, 
Tibbott, Driggs and Brown aré headed.

West- 
minster students have for sev- 
eral years had the privilege of 
contributing to Dr. Martin’s sal- 
ary. 

Dr. Martin by no means con- 
fined himself to telling .of his 
own work in India, but gave us a 
broad view of the position the U. 
P. church holds in that country. 
The. church hag a well arranged 
mission there, and 105 mission- 
aries. We have a college of 200 
students, which is growing rap- 
idly and the government of India 
stands. ready to give $1000 for|, 
every $1000 contributed: by Am.-|*® 
ericans. The U. P. church has 
property in India worth at least 
$500,000: ‘The church member- 
ship numbers 30, 000, and there 
are Christians in one-sixth of the 
villages.. There are 64 organized 
congregations, 88 of which are 
self-supporting, and the rest 
nearly so. The Christian. mis- 
sion and the native Christian 
church constitute the only force 
for righteousness. in India. — 
Dr. Martin’s one request: was 
not for- money, but for prayer.

One of the most remarkable books 
ever published is the “Lithographia. 
Wirceburgensis,” written by a Wurz- 
burg naturalist named Behringer in 
1726. Probably very few copies are in 
existence, as’ the author destroyed all 
that he could get possession of soon 
after the book appeared. He had been 
victimized. by some practical jokers, 
who had made a great variety of arti- 
ficial “fossils” and hidden them in a 
quarry, to which they then enticed the 
professor. Behringer was overjoyed 
by so.rich a find and had no suspicion 
of thé trick, although many’ of the fos- 
sils were of a very grotesque charac- 
ter. He took his treasures home, made 
elaborate drawings of them and wrote 
a minute description of each, as well 
as) an exhaustive commentary filled 
with ingenious. and plausible theories. 
When he had published the book the 
jokers confessed, and then, of course, 
the professor did his utmost to sup- 
press the work.

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THE AMERICAN SPORT— 


FOOTBALL. 


Personally, I consider football 
the greatest American 
sports, second only to baseball. 
A newer sport, as it is, it has. not 
gained the prestige of that great 
nine combination, yet it is never- 
theless gaining greater popular- 
ity every day, as is shown by the 
increasing number of profession- 
It is at a greater dis- 
advantage in its bid for popular- 
ity than baseball because of the. 
unfavorable weather that’ ofien 
On this ac- 
count many a spectator-is turned 


‘away from the pleasant pastime 


of watching the sport of the elev- 
ens who has not the courage. to 
breast the chill blast of a Novem- 
ber gale. 

Considered as a physical exér- 
cise football has its advanages 
over baseball.. In the game of 
more muscles — are 
brought into play than in base- 
ball and a greater amount of 
strength is required. Speed and 
quickness of action are also nec- 
essary factors to become a suc- 
cessful player. Quick thought 
and judgment, too, are continual- 


ly called into demand in outgen- 
‘eraimeg the opponents ~and pre- 


supposing their plays.. Altogeth- 
er it is a game that involves an 


‘all-round development. 


As a college game it..develops: 
the body and mind of the player 
and teaches self-control. Self- 
control must be kept in the game 
else the official will, eject from 
the field the unruly player. That 
the college student’ needs 
exercise that his. efficiency may 
be of the highest degree, is an un- 
disputed fact. Football presents 
an occasion for exercise, at same 


time furnishing a class of ex- 
ercise that is different from’ that 


of the scourge-driven hod-carrier. 
in that it furnishes the zest of a 
sport. It is an_ exercise, the 
pleasure of which leads the. par- 
taker on. One thing to be re- 
gretted is that.a greater number 
of students do not take up foot- 
ball. Too often, 
weaker stundents are over-

Persistent endeavor on’ the: part of 
the \advocates of conservation of the 
timber supply, says the Providence 
Journal, has greatly reduced the loss- 
es reported during the holiday season 
in the northern forests. 

In the Adirondacks, for example, it 
is stated that the cutting of Christ- 
mas trees valued at $1,000,000 has 
caused, no damage, because judgment 
was exercised in’ the selection of the 
evergreens to be marketed. Instead 
of denuding large areas, as in pre. 
vious. years, only the young growth 
that interfered with the development 
of the largest and best trees was re- 
moved. The systematic selection of 
Christmas trees thus benefited the -for- 
ests by giving more light and air to 
the more valuable timber.
